This year’s card 
(not intaglio) commemorates the 200th anniversary 
of the death of George Washington. 





“The card [ next page, @ 80%] measures 8.5”x11” and 
features a portrait of Washington [above, actual size] 
along with two historic buildings associated with his 
life. General Washington spent the better part of two 
years in Morristown, NJ, during the American 
Revolution. During the second of those two years, 
the Ford Mansion was his home and headquarters. 
Mt. Vernon was the estate, willed to him by his older 
half brother, Lawrence Washington, where he lived 
from 1758 until the outbreak of the Revolution and to 
which he retired at the completion of his eight years 
as president of the new Republic. It was here in 
December 1799, that he died. Accompanying each 
pictorial card is a second card on which are printed 
brief histories of the two buildings.

Beginning with the WERABA’76 souvenir card (PS 
19), issued 1 April in Zurich, Switzerland, and 2 
April in Washington, DC, the USPS had made 
Canceled to Order (CTO) souvenir cards available by 
mail to collectors. These cards never saw the exhibi- 
tion which they commemorate and were canceled at 
the M Street station in Washington, DC, sometimes 
long after the exhibition was over. There is no objec- 
tion to selling these along with cards actually can- 
celed at the show as long as full disclosure is made 
indicating “CTO” and identifying the stamps affixed 
and the conditions under which they were canceled 
as appropriate. 





Announcement in the philatelic press came two 
weeks after WERABA closed and the cards were can- 
celed using the Apollo-Soyuz pair, separated (above, 
right) . Only cards actually canceled at the show have 
un-separated pairs (right). 


Since the USPS does not have authority to use for- 
eign cancels of other participating countries at inter- 
national shows, it is prima-fascia evidence of a true 
show canceled (SC) if additional foreign cancels 
appear on the card (below). 
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Another quick detection method is matching stamps 
(right), except for ESPAMER’82 and BRASIL- 
IANA’79 where the USPS used matching stamps. 


CTO’s met an economic need, considering the cost of 
servicing foreign shows, but they in no way enhance 
a collection as do cards with stamps affixed that 
relate to the vignettes and cancellations that are dif- 
ficult to obtain.

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NEW MEMBERSHIP IDEAS 
[The following commentary was received in an e- 
mail in March 1998 and somehow got lost when | 
had a major hard drive crash. I have found it, and in 
light of Art Benjamin’s pleas in the last issue, I have 
decided to include it here. Comments invited. Ed.] 

0) 
Last August [1997] I came across a web page on the 
Internet by Tom Droege, a web site designer in North 
Carolina and a stamp collector. Last year, Tom began 
a program with a third-grade class at a local elemen- 
tary school to foster an interest in stamp collecting. 
Each week he would bring 15 copies (one per stu- 
dent) of several modern U.S. stamps. The students 
had special albums and they would mount the 
stamps in them and he'd talk with them for about 
half an hour. On his web site, Tom said the response 
was enthusiastic and he was looking for supportive 
collectors to donate multiple copies of various other 
issues for the album. 


I’m not a collector of contemporary stamps, but I 
contacted him to ask if he might be interested in 15 
different philatelic-related souvenir cards. Sure, he 
said, send them along and he’d try a special session 
like one he’d done with first day covers. So I did. As 
it turns out this term Tom hasn’t been able to focus 
as much on the stamp program ~ now he’s coaching 
volleyball at the school! But he did promise to let me 
know what the response is to the souvenir cards 
when he distributes them. 


What Tom is doing is exactly what the stamp hobby 
~ and in turn, the souvenir card hobby ~ is in dire 
need of. Early recruitment, to be blunt. 


I began collecting coins in elementary school, and 
soon after, discovered stamps when my father gave 
me his old childhood albums (vintage 1940). By high 
school I had filled in most of the easy holes and reg- 
ularly ogled my ,dream stamps%o at shows: the 
Zeppelins, the high value Columbians, the early air- 
mails. Stamps way beyond my lawn-mowing 
income. I don’t recall where I got it, but my first sou- 
venir card was an ASDA 1971 (B14). I was amazed I 
could buy a full set of Graf Zeppelins for a couple 
bucks. Mint, even! For that price I could overlook the 
fact that the postage values were left off. Souvenir 
cards became a way of obtaining those rare issues 
that had eluded my collection. An inverted Jenny for 
$4.00 ~ I'll take it! 


As I became more interested in card collecting | dis- 
covered I could buy beautiful antique bank notes for

pennies on the dollar. The fact that they were 
reprints was of little concern. They had the cachet of 
the BEP, and were printed right from the original 
plates. I developed an appreciation of fine engraving 
and the intaglio printing process. | was hooked. By 
college | was on all the souvenir card lists. 


I went to at Pacific’97 and at the SCCS meeting | 
looked around the room at my fellow members. 
Nearly all were men in their 50s, 60s [I was there, 
Ed.], or older. At 37, 1 may have been the youngest 
one there. Roaming the bourse later I found, by and 
large, those demographics were reflected by the phi- 
latelists in attendance. While I enjoy the camaraderie 
of my fellow collectors, it was disturbing to think 
that as we all get older few young members are step- 
ping up to carry the flame. 


Here’s a conjecture by a young upstart: my guess is 
somewhere during the 70s or so stamp collecting 
became “uncool” for kids. Stamps (and coins, too) 
were progressively replaced by baseball cards, Hot 
Wheels, Star Wars figures and Nintendo games. 
Things that represented action (even if it was really 
just vicarious). Interest and emphasis on history and 
geography declined, because you didn’t need that 
knowledge to play Donkey Kong. In my high school 
of 2200 students I was one of two guys to show up 
for the yearbook picture of the stamp and coin club. 
And, dare say it, we were both nerds. 


So what can we do to interest younger members? 
Number one: support people like Tom Droege when 
you find them. Truthfully, souvenir cards are a 
peripheral hobby. I don’t know of anyone who 
began collecting them out of the blue or who collects 
nothing else. Topical commemoratives and wheat- 
back pennies are where you start. Buy a kid a coin 
folder or a stamp album, a small, easy-to-complete 
one. Even better, do it for a group of kids, like a Cub 
Scout pack (or Campfire Girls) so they can collect 
together. If others are involved, it’s more acceptable, 
and more fun. (I think we, as SCCS members, can 
attest to that.) And talk to them about why you like 
collecting. Enthusiasm is contagious! 


As a Society, perhaps the best way to make inroads 
for our particular hobby is to actively approach 
younger collectors. Make our literature and samples 
available to young APS and ANA members. Give 
cards out to kids who visit the SCCS booth at a 
show. (Surely there,s plenty of low-value donatable 
duplicates entertaining dust bunnies amongst us.) 
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And how about a colorful SCCS website on the 
Internet? If it ain’t on the Web yet, it ain’t cool yet. 


I don’t know what those third-graders will make of 
those souvenir cards when they get them hopefully 
not paper airplanes. But I do know that last year, 
according to Tom, those kids never tired of adding

Ardee Covers 
serviced many interesting cards, an example (below) 
is INTERPHIL’76 (B 34). The theme of the card was 
the Declaration of Independence and is canceled on 
4 June 1976 at the show and again in Philadelphia 
with the 1926 and 1976 stamps honoring the theme 
dual-canceled 4 July 1976, the latter being the FDOI. 


One feature of Ardee Covers is their red logo on the 
backside of the card in the lower right corner. 


[This item was of special interest to me as it was at 
INTERPHIL’76, in the company of two of my chil- 
dren, that my almost 20 year dormant interest in phi- 
lately was revived, and with the card giveaways 
from the ABNCo, my interest in souvenir cards was 
born.

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RECYCLED SOUVENIR CARDS 


[It is my recollection that, in the past, discussions 
have been held regarding the desirability of listing 
recycled cards as discussed in this article, and the 
resultant opinion was negative. It was considered 
that only the original card, as produced by the origi- 
nal security printer, would be included. It was felt 
that any party/organization could take a card and 
modify it at any time. This would certainly produce 
more cards, but, at the same time, a nightmare in try- 
ing to discover and list them in any kind of reason- 
able way. Hence, while it is of interest to know these 
items exist and when and why they were produced, 
with the exception of a footnote in the next edition of 
the SCCS listing, I do not believe a separate number 
is viable. Ed.] 


In recent years, recycling has become a word, and 
often an action, familiar to everyone. Thus, it should 
be no surprise that souvenir cards have also been 
recycled. The Souvenir Card Collectors Society 
Numbering System for Forerunner and Modern Day 
Souvenir Cards [1988] lists two such cards. To prepare 
SO 64, the earlier SO34 was reduced in size and 
overprinted on the back for the ANA Mid-Year 1994 
show. Similarly, SO 73 was made by reducing SO 12 
in size and overprinting it on the back for ANA 90. 
This same approach was used on at least three other 
occasions, although the resulting cards have appar- 
ently not been included in the SCCS listings. 


In 1994 the ANA 1984 souvenir card SO 39 was mod- 
ified to provide a new card. The original card mea- 
sured 8 1/2” by 10 5/8” (all sizes in this article are

approximate to the nearest 1/8”). First a strip was 
cut off the bottom of the SO 39 reducing its height to 
7”. It was then overprinted on the back with the fol- 
lowing text, ‘SEE YOU IN THE MOTOR CITY IN ‘94 
/ for the AmericANA Coin Show: A World’s Fair of 
Money® / American Numismatic Association 103rd 
Anniversary Convention / July 27-31, 1994 Detroit, 
Michigan / Hosted by the Michigan State 
Numismatic Society / Come and share the 100th 
Anniversary Detroit Convention With Us!” To the 
left of the text is an early automobile with a cartoon- 
like driver, while on the right of the text are two cir- 
cular emblems, one for the ANA and one for the 
Michigan State Numismatic Society. The yellow 
sheet enclosed to protect the printing of the card 
received the same overprint. 





Another recycled card was released in 1995. This 
time SO 32, the ANA Mid-Winter 1983 souvenir card 
was reduced from the original 8 1/2” x 10 5/8” size 
to 5” by 10 1/4”, thus retaining the engraving of an 
Indian, the bank note, and the descriptive text below 
the bank note. On the back of the card (below), to the 
left of the printing already there, the Seal of 
Tennessee was added. The blank space to the right of 
the existing text was overprinted with “19th 
International Paper Money Show / Memphis, 
Tennessee / Society of Paper Money Collectors / 
Breakfast & Tom Bain Raffle / Friday, June 16, 1995 
- 7:30 A. M. / at Cook County Convention Center / 
Admit One - $10.00”.

The notes were printed by 
Thalmessinger, Stationers, New York City. As was common practice in those days, the 
design was copied from another banknote company’s work.

The late Dr. Russell Bell noticed varieties in the 
design of the SIPEX’66 Plate Printers’ Card. He con- 
tacted the BEP and determined that the card was 
printed in sheets of four and then cut into single 
cards. His investigation revealed plate differences in 
the printing of the three Washington buildings. 


The easiest way to determine what portion of the 
plate your card was printed from is to study the 
enlargements [reduced here] of the four plate vari- 
eties which were made by Don Hitchcox.

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REWARDS OF FOREIGN CARDS 





COURVOISIER 


My introduction to souvenir card collecting like that 
of many other collectors was via the U. S. Postal 
Service cards, Bureau cards and those of the 
American Bank note Company. Before long howev- 
er, I had discovered UN cards and this discovery 
soon led me to other foreign cards. 


Souvenir card production does not seem to have 
caught on in countries outside of the United States 
and to a lesser extent Canada (although even Canada 
gave up the ghost until they warily re-entered the 
field with the recently issued “Mountie” card). I sus- 
pect this is a reflection of a low level of interest in 
card collecting in any country other than the United 
States. It is difficult to say, which came first, the 
chicken or the egg. It is likely that each factor feeds 
the other. Little interest, no cards produced; no cards 
produced, little interest. 


Despite this lack of interest on the part of foreign 
postal administration or security printers, numerous 
countries around the world have issued and contin- 
ue to issue (albeit infrequently) an occasional card. 
Unfortunately, with rare exceptions these cards are 
not intaglio printed. It can be said that one of the 
rewards of foreign card collecting is seeking out the 
new cards as they become available, whether they’re 
engraved or not.

Where does one look for these cards? Well, stamp 
shows are a major source. Vatican City and France 
both issue cards with some regularity for stamp 
shows and the cards are available at their show 
booths. Those of the Vatican are little more than 
over-size post cards, but they are beautifully printed 
and their subject matter is often very striking 
(above). 


The French cards are long and narrow, measuring 
approximately 8 x 4 inches and frequently feature 
reproductions of French paintings. (top, next page). 
Israel, too, issues show cards, especially for the big 
international shows. An Israeli card from Pacific’97 
is shown (bottom, next page). As mentioned above, 
for many years Canada Post regularly issued cards 
for stamp shows and suddenly stopped doing so, 
issuing its last card in 1992, when the demand for the 
cards had fallen to the point that they were a losing 
proposition. As soon as an isolated card like the 
“Mountie” card appeared, the demand suddenly 
went up and the card sold out. Could they have been 
issuing too many cards per year? I suspect so. 


Italy issues an occasional card. I was fortunate to find 
a most interesting Italian card at of all places, the La 
Scala Opera house in Milan in 1978 (p. 21). 
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On a visit to Costa Rica, while in the post office in 
San Jose, I spotted the card (above) in a counter dis- 
play. One never knows where cards will be found. 


Another important source of foreign cards are the 
excellent catalogues issued by foreign postal admin- 
istrations. In this respect, I have found those of 
Sweden and Switzerland to be most helpful. The 
Swedish catalogue which arrives in my mailbox 4-5 
times a year is called simply “The Bulletin”. It is free 
once you place an order. Sweden was until recently 
the only foreign country that issued engraved cards 
(Canada recently issued an engraved card but I'll tell 
you about that in another article). 


As many of you know, all Swedish stamps are 
engraved and their postal service has perhaps the 
finest group of engravers in the world.Two examples 
of engraved Swedish cards are shown (top, oppo- 
site). Sweden’s most recent card, while not engraved 





honors Sweden’s best known and most prolific 
engraver - Slania (bottom, opposite). The Swiss 
Postal agency also issues an occasional card and pub- 
lishes an excellent bulletin. It, too, is free once you 
place an order. Both postal administrations have web 
sites that can be located using any good search 
engine. (I found both web sites using Yahoo.) Orders 
can be placed via e-mail, FAX or regular mail using a 
credit card. 


In closing, let me say that I enjoy collecting foreign 
cards and searching out the various sources where 
they can be purchased. Try it, you'll like it!

[Pictured here at 50% reduction (below and oppo- 
site) are probably the largest souvenir cards ever 
issued (each measures 15” x 12”). They were distrib- 
uted by the British Post Office Philatelic Bureau, 
Edinburgh, Scotland. They are multi-color offset- 
printed on heavy paper stock (“The Mayflower” by 
George Over Ltd., “Charles Dickens” by Moore & 
Matthes (Printers) Ltd.) The Dickens card bears 
copies of the four theme related stamps in a mount, 
the stamp for the Mayflower card is not present. 


I020 On the 6th September 1620 the 
Mayflower sailed from Plymouth for the New World 
with 100 separatists from the Church of England, 
seeking a life free from religious persecution. 

A landing was finally made in the Americas on the 
11th December 1620 and the pilgrims — later’to 
be known as the Pilgrim Fathers — set up the 
colony of Plymouth, Massachusetts: the event 
now celebrated in America as ‘Forefathers Day’ 
on 22nd December. 

Forty-one of the passengers were signatories to 
the “Mayflower Compact’ in Provincetown, Mass., 
setting up their new government. 

The General Society of Mayflower Descendants 
was formed in 1894 to preserve the records of 
the original pilgrims. 





It is understood that, because of their size, the cards 
were not popular with collectors and no others were 
issued. 


The closest competitors in size are the intaglio 
reprints that the BEP issued for the Philadelphia and 
Chicago exhibitions, but they are not, technically, 
souvenir cards.

PRESIDENTE HARDING 
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BY THE NUMBERS 
IT IS TIME TO BELL THE CAT! 


Various individual members and member groups 
have long complained that the original SCCS 
Numbering System for Forerunner and Modern Day 
Souvenir Cards, although a very valuable tool when 
it was created, has become cumbersome and, at best, 
non-informative to the new or experienced collector. 
In all fairness, most of this confusion has come about 
from the intermix of cards—the organizations 
involved and the engravers/printers who produced 
them—the finding of new cards, and the introduc- 
tion of cards produced within our own Society struc- 
ture, and/or the attempt to “pigeon-hole” these 
cards within the existing numbering system. 


From the original “compilation” (c. 1982) produced 
by our founder, Dr. Curtis Radford, to the original 
SCCS Numbering System, usually referred to as the 
“SCCS Catalog”, published in 1989, confusion has 
reigned over the meaning of certain of the categories, 
especially as new “finds” and untypical cards are 
produced or discovered. This is very evident in the 
use of the “F” category. For instance, how can 
“Forerunners” (“F” cards) continue to be issued 
today? The same category includes “Forerunner” 
Union cards (“F”), “Forerunner” BEP cards (“FB”), 
“Forerunner” USPOD/USPS cards (FPS), and 
“Forerunner” Semi-official cards (FSO). 


How did this all come about? For those of you who 
are new to the subject and/or don’t have a copy of 
the 1989 catalog, I am including here the text of the 
introduction to same as a way of explaining the orig- 
inal intent. 


INTRODUCTION 


What is a souvenir card? To some a sou- 
venir card is a cheap memento or souvenir 
given Out at a particular event which has 
little or no value other than as a curiosity. 
Unfortunately, the term “souvenir” lends 
a negative connotation to souvenir cards 
again as it implies that they are not wor- 
thy as a collectible. Such an attitude has 
relegated any catalogue listing of souvenir 
cards to the back of the book if they are 
even listed at all. Because souvenir cards

are a “back of the book” item, a number of 
collectors and dealers have failed to take 
the souvenir card hobby seriously. Many 
do not really know even what a souvenir 
card is. 


Souvenir cards have three main features: 
1) They are mementos or souvenirs of a 
particular occasion, exposition, exhibition, 
person, place, etc.; 2) They are usually 
examples of the finest printer’s or 
3) Most are 


printed on high quality card-paper using 


engraver’s art at that time; 


intaglio techniques. The main distinguish- 
ing feature of a souvenir card is that its 
only purpose is to be a souvenir. They are 
not postally valid nor are they intended 
for postal correspondence. Hence, post 
cards, souvenir postal cards, and maximum 
cards are not souvenir cards. Occasionally, 
a souvenir card will include an invitation- 
al message or a menu, etc., while remain- 
ing primarily a souvenir of the event for 


which it was issued. 


A souvenir card is considered “official” if 
it is authorized and printed by a govern- 
ment printer. If the souvenir card is 
printed by a printer involved in govern- 
mental printing but is not authorized by 
that government, it is considered “semi- 
official.” Privately produced souvenir 
cards by non-governmental printers are 
considered “unofficial.” Souvenir cards 
issued prior to the onset of modern day 
card programs are called 
“Forerunner” cards. It should be noted 
here that souvenir cards have been traced 
back to at least the mid-1800’s. Hence, the

The antiquity of the sou- 
venir card hobby combined with the use of 
artistic intaglio engraving and printing 
make souvenir cards worthy of recogni- 
tion and worthy as a collectible. Because 
the vignettes used on souvenir cards have 
often been also utilized on postage stamps 
and paper currency, the souvenir card 
hobby is closely related to philately and 


numismatics. 


In the United States the major producer of 
souvenir cards is the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing in Washington, D.C. (BEP). 
The BEP has its own card program as well 
as producing cards for the United States 
Postal Service (USPS). The various private 
bank note printing firms, such as the 
American Bank Note Company (ABNC), 
have also been printing souvenir cards 
over the past 125 years. A Plate Printer’s 
Union known today as the International 
Plate Printers, Die Stampers & Engravers 
Union of North America (IPPDS & EU) has 
been issuing a wide variety of souvenir 
cards, booklets, and 
tickets since the early 1900’s. The United 
Nations Postal Administration (UNPA) has 
been issuing souvenir cards since 1971. 
Over 80 foreign countries have issued sou- 
venir cards. Some of these countries were 
issuing cards long before the BEP and 
USPOD developed their modern-day card 
programs in the 1960’s. Lastly, a wide vari-

ety of privately produced souvenir cards 
have been issued at local stamp and coin 


shows and other events for the past 40 


years or more. Hence, the souvenir card 
hobby is widely varied allowing the col- 
lector to be as specialized or unspecialized 


as he wants. 


When the SOUVENIR CARD COLLECTORS 
SOCIETY was founded in late 1980 and early 
1981, the first objectives of the 
Society was to establish a centralized and

Since that 
time the SCCS has expanded its numbering 
system to include the “Forerunner,”

The SCCS numbering system for souvenir 
cards is a segregated system listing the 
BEP, USPS, “Forerunner,” Private Security 
Printing, UNPA, ANA, APS and ASDA cards 
in separate listings. The separate cate- 
gories have identifying prefixes with the 


numbers. For example, the “Forerunner” 
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cards have numbers preceded by an “F,” 
the BEP cards are preceded by a “B,” the 
USPS cards are preceded by a “PS,” the 
UNPA cards are preceded by “UN,” the 
Private Security Printer cards are preced- 
ed by an “SO,” and the ASDA cards are pre- 
ceded by “ASDA.” The SCCS system allows 
for more rapid identification of one’s sou- 
venir cards. The Bell system has grown 
incredibly cumbersome with all the BEP, 
USPS, and ABNC cards blended together 
into a list over 200 cards long. The collec- 
tor has to wade through all of these cards 
just to find the one he is looking for. In 
another ten years, we will have over 400 
“semi-official” souvenir 


“official” and 


cards in existence which will make the 
utility of our segregated system more than 


obvious. 


Hence, the SCCS chose to accept a modifica- 
tion of the Bruns numbering system as its 
own. The modifications were few. The USPS 
cards start off with the BARCELONA 1960 
card as #PS 1 as it was the first such card to 
appear in the format of today’s USPS cards. 
The Philatelic Truck was listed with the 
“Forerunner” cards where it belongs. The 
BEP card listing starts off with the 
SANDIPEX 1969 card as #B 1 as it was the 
first card of the BEP’s “official” souvenir 
card program. The National Philatelic 
Museum card of 1954 and SIPEX card of 
1966 were listed with the “Forerunners.” 
This was done for two reasons. First, these 
two cards were issued before the onset of 
the BEP’s card program. Second, both cards 
were printed by members of the Plate 
Printer’s Union and were not sanctioned 
by the BEP. The only other modification of 
Bruns system is the addition of the 1973 
POSTAL PEOPLE card as #PS 9. 


In late 1984 the SCCS “Forerunner” num- 


bering system was revised extensively to a 
pattern similar to that used for our listing 
Both the 
num ber- 


of modern-day souvenir cards. 
modern-day and “Forerunner” 
ing systems were broken down into cate- 
gories according to the issuer of the par- 
ticular card. The modern-day cards were 
listed in the following categories with pre- 
fixes as given in parentheses: BEP(B), 
USPS (PS), Semi-official (SO), UNPA (UN), 
APS (APS), and ASDA (ASDA). Based on this 
system, the “Forerunner” cards were sim- 


ilarly subdivided and listed with prefixes: 


“Forerunner” Union cards Cy; 
“Forerunner” BEP cards (FB), 
“Forerunner” USPS cards (FPS), and 
“Forerunner” Semi-official cards (FSO). 
This revised “Forerunner” numbering 


system has since been published in the SCJ 
on an annual basis since the Fall issue of 
1984. 


The “Forerunner” listings begin with the 
appropriate prefixes (F, FB, FPS, or FSO) 
and are followed by the year the item was 
issued. Separate items issued within the 
Same year are differentiated by suffixed 
capital letters, A, B, C, etc. Separate cards 
within a particular folder or booklet are 
listed with small letters a, b, c, etc. For 
example, the number F 1985Eb could be 
described as follows: The prefix “F” identi- 
fies the card as a “Forerunner” Union 
card. The number 1985 means that the card 
was issued in 1985. The large E means that 
the card is the fifth item listed for that 
year. The small letter “b” means that it was 
either a booklet or folder with multiple 
cards inside and that this card was the sec- 
ond card in that folder. Matching the num-

(CBNC) Canadian Bank Note Company, 
(SCBNC) Security Columbian Bank Note 
Company, (USBNC) United States Bank Note 
Company, and (WBNC) Western Bank Note 
Company. It should be noted that SCBNC is a 
division of USBNC.

To review, this listing is a modification of 
the Bruns numbering that 
voted upon by the SCCS membership in 
1981. It was chosen over a modified Bell 
system by a two to one margin. The main

objective of our numbering system is to 
form a unified card identification system, 
compatible for use by collectors and deal- 
ers alike. Currently, there are three main 
numbering systems relating to souvenir 
cards in use; the SCCS system has become 
the most widely accepted and used system 
of the three. Russell Bell presently uses 
both his and the SCCS numbering systems 
in his price lists. The majority of the sou- 
venir card dealers also use the SCCS num- 
bering system. Some day we hope that 
everyone will use the SCCS numbering 
system; you can assist the cause by using 
the system whenever you buy or sell sou- 
venir cards. 


[Corrections and additions to the numbering system 
were published in the Summer 1991, Spring 1992 and 
Summer 1992 (SCJ 11:2, 12:1 and 12:2) issues.] 


As time passed, and the issuance of souvenir cards 
did not follow a regular pattern, problems arose with 
the numbering system and some of the applications 
seemed to have gone awry. As Dr. Radford noted, 
the “Postal People” card (PS 9) was added in the PS 
sequence even though this card was not generally 
available to the public. That non-availability seems 
to have been the reason that certain BEP cards were 
not included but were listed under the “F” category, 
e. g., The BEE’88 (FB 1988 A) card. [I have expanded, 
i. e., put in additional spaces on the numbers for leg- 
ibility, not to further “muddy” the waters. Ed.] 


In retrospect, a category for the Union cards should 
have been established as a base category, e. g., “PPU” 
since when the system was established, they were 
already issuing “modern day” cards. With “F” being 
the only choice, everything they produce is a 
“Forerunner”! “Forerunner” to what? 


Periodically, there have been suggestions from the 
membership that an updated catalog is needed, and 
this was started—with one of the intents to include 
images of most, if not all, known cards—only to be 
side-tracked by the untimely death of one of its 
major contributors. 


In 1997, an alternative “solution” appeared in the 
form of Mellone’s Photo Encyclopedia of Souvenir Cards, 
by Howard C. Tiffner. This publication had the tacit 
support of the SCCS and was based on one or more 
collections that Mr. Tiffner (who I understand to be a 
collectibles dealer in New Jersey and NOT a member 
of the SCCS) had acquired and used for the illustra- 
tions. Several SCCS members contributed informa- 
tion to this work, apparently in an effort to “get 
something done!” The resultant publication, 
although valuable as a resource, indiscriminately 
mixed mint and SC cards so that the novice viewer 
would have difficulty understanding which was 
which or if they were only issued in the form illus- 
trated. 


Then there is the question of the card’s “value.” 
Tiffner included estimated values (basically provid- 
ed by our auctioneer, Ken Barr), under each image. 
Unfortunately the images were incomplete, and did 
not cover all the categories of Dr. Radford’s original 
work. 
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Values? Let’s start out with the basic card, i. e., mint. 
If we consider canceled—CTO by the BEP or USPS, 
canceled with whatever stamp(s) are/were available, 
as compared to those which were actually canceled 
at the show and/or with matching thematic 
stamps—surely there is a difference in interest/value 
for each of these “used” categories! How is that to be 
recognized in any price evaluations? 


So here we are with a numbering system which 
despite its many strengths and which has served 
valiantly for over ten years, is in need of some mod- 
ification(s)—not total overhaul. Several members 
have noted that they collect by category not by date 
of issue (also noted by Dr. Radford his introduction) 
and, presumably do not collect all categories. The 
modifications we need must be easily understood 
and certainly not disruptive. 


What to do? Some members have started to take 
action into their own hands! SCCS Metro Chapter 4 
has produced their first illustrated (mostly full-size) 
catalog (20-pages, two-sides) of the cards they have 
issued. In this work they propose abandoning the 
“S” category that has been used for all the “Society” 
cards (except some that were PPU printed and 
became “F” cards (see my article in this Journal , 
Third Quarter 1997, SCJ 17:3, pp. 43-45). Their listing 
is to include the basic (mint) card as a sequential 
number preceded by the letter “M” for “Metro,” i. e., 
their first issue of 1994 (Statue of Liberty) currently S 
1994 B, would become M 1 (see page 46). 


In this regard, Chapter One’s cards could become 
“W” cards for “Washington” and the “National” 
cards could be prefixed “N.” Carrying this idea fur- 
ther, PPU cards might be “PPU” or, simply, “U” for 
“Union.” This clarification is necessary vis-a-vis who 
produced the card for whom. If the the PPU, or more 
correctly “IPPDS&ENA”, produced a card for their 
convention/celebration(s) they would receive this 
designation. If, on the other hand, they were produc- 
ing a card (as they have) for our Society or another 
venue, the card would have the Society or other 
assignment. Cards for the FMA would have their 
own category and numbering. 


Consequently, this approach might lead to “ABN” or 
“ABNCo” for their cards which are now sort of 
lumped into the “SO” category. 


After I became Editor, in the back pages of several 
issues of this Journal, I tried to answer the apparent 
need for illustrations of the cards. First, I did a com- 


prehensive survey of prior issues to determine what 
cards had been illustrated. Then, in my very first 
issue (First Quarter 1993, SCJ 13:1, pp. 40-48) I illus- 
trated some recent cards at about 50%, with a maxi- 
mum image of two to a page. I later (Fourth Quarter 
1993, SCJ 13:4, p. 45—reproduced here, opposite 
page) tried a larger (70%) reduction and got four to a 
page with descriptive information. This was fol- 
lowed in several succeeding issues, but, alas, there 
was little if any comment on the idea or presentation 
from the membership. In fact, I received a few letters 
that indicated we need a loose-leaf catalog to include 
the numbering system, checklists, etc., but illustra- 
tions were not necessary! Personally, I found the lack 
of illustrations to be one of the main faults with Dr. 
Radford’s original work. 


So questions arise, some of which follow: 


(1) Do we wish to change/update the numbering 
system? 

(2) How do we determine the basic letter code 
designation(s) and who does it? 

(3) Will such a code change help or harm the 
membership and its collecting needs? 

(4) Do we attempt to produce a new SCCS catalog 
and if so in what format? 
(a) Bound, as the original 
(b) Loose-leaf pages printed one-side or 
two-sides and/or punched 3-hole, with 
members providing the ring binders and 
separators 
(c) In sections that can be issued as they 
“come off the press” 
(d) Illustrated (how large an image—see 
page 46) with mint cards only 
(e) What text is necessary or desired? 
(f) Separate pricing data that can be easily 
up-dated for new cards /market changes 
(g) Separate check-lists for use as “want- 
lists,” possibly combined with pricing data 
(h) At what cost(s) to the membership 


Of course, this leads to the biggest, and probably 
hardest, question of all: who are the “we”? I will vol- 
unteer to start—if there is an interest—but, I will 
need input and, as for illustrations, I will need help 
as I, unfortunately, do not have, and, in some cases, 
have never seen some of the cards mentioned in 
these pages and/or all the data as to quantity pro- 
duced /sold/destroyed.
